Mr. Gariepy’s Announcement 

Hon, A. G. MacKay said that it 
would simplify the matter if . they 
knew what the government had in 
mind in regard to widening the powers 
of taxation for the citles. 

The Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy then 
made the announcement as-»stated 
above, and sald that the committee 
would now have to deal with the 
amendments of the cities as placed 
before them, He said that there was 
a sort of general agreement among 
the government members that the 
taxation powers of the cities would/ 
have to be broadened, and ‘it was 
thought that it could be best be done| 
by the committee in dealing with the 
charter amendments, than in any 
other way. At the present time the 
|charters of the different cities were 
so varied that any attempt to put 
| them together in a genera! act was 
| hardly feasible, and it was therefore 
thought better to deal with them In- 
| dividually. 

Mr. MacKay having alluded to the 
necessity of the cities having wider 
powers of taxation, Ald. J. A. Kinney 
created some amusement by saying 
that as having some knowledge of the 
amendments, he could say that no 
possible source of revenue had been 
overlooked. 

It was decided that the adjournment 
should be for a week, and this ended

Greater Food Production and 
Conservation of Food Supply 
Urged at B 


Appeals To Do More To Aid 
Allied Cause Are Present- 
ed By W. F. Stevens, Prof.

The board of trade opened its cam- 
paign for increased production and 
conservation of food in the’ city with 
a lunch and meeting this afternoon, 


which was largely attended, M. R. 
Jennings presided and spoke of the 


necessity of food conservation. 
“Great Britain is limited to Canada 
and Wnited States for her supply of 
bread-stuffs,” said W. F. Stevens, pro- 
vinclal live stock commissioner and 
chairman of the agricultural commit- 
tee of the board of trade, ‘and unless 
these countries gan step into the 


breach and make up the supply lost 
by the usual sources of supply being 
closed, thee is going to be greater 
want than ever.’ ' 

The speaker alluded to the fact that 
several of the countries from which 
Great Britain was in the habit of re- 


eeiving their surpius crop, were now 


in the hands of the enemy. Also in 
countries, like the Argentine and Aus- 
tralia, the surplus could not be taken 
as usual because of the want of ship- 


ping, and therefore the situation was 


as bad as if there had been no sur- 
plus at all. * 

' Again, alluding to the necessity of 
producing and conserving meat, for 
the sake of the aflies, because in grain 
Great Britain was now limited to the 
States and to Canada for meat, as 
production in Denmark and Ireland 
had fallen off tremendously, Mr. Ste- 
véns related how the meat allowanco 
had been cut down to one pound 
weekly per person. 

The Allowance in England, 

Dispiaying a minute portion of raw 
meat, Mr. Stevens said that it repre- 
sented 3 1-2 ounces, the daily adlow- 
ance of a working man in England. 

“I asked the sales manager of one 
of the largest business houses in the 
city how much the consumption of 
bacon had lessened {n Edmonton dur- 
ng the last three months,” said Mr, 
Stevens, “and the answer I got was 
that the difference in the consump- 
tion wag hardly noticeable!" 

“This,” said Mr. Stevens, ‘after all 
ihat has been said and written on 
the subject of conserving bacon for 
the use of the ailies, when the work- 
ng man in England has to live on 
3 1-2 ounces of meat per day, when 
he can get it, and horses have had to

Providing Wer Flour is Bought 


The report Submitted to the city 
council last night by the health officer, 
which enclosed a statement from the 
chief food inspector on the situation 
in regard to the selling of bread in the 
city, containéd some rather sensational 
matter, as the food inspector contend- 
ed that bread was being produced “at 
a profit of 18 1-3 per cent. to the 
baker over the former price in the city, 
providing that he is now buying his 
flour at the war price of $5.22 1-2 per 
sack," 

The report was furnished in answer 
to a request by Ald. Kinney at last 
council meeting that some statement 
might De given asto cénditions govern- 
ing the sale of bread in the city and 
its price in respect to the latest order 
of the food controller. 

The food inspector based his report 
upon the regulations formerly apper- 
taining in the city, that was, wrapped 
bread to weigh 20 ounces per loaf and 
unwrapped bread at 24 ounces, and 
he showed how this had worked out in 
relating to the order of the food con- 
troller, 

The health officer, Dr. Whitelaw. 
suggested that the matter should be 
taken up by a committee to meet the 
bakers and go into the situation. Coun- 
cil decided to at once send a copy of 
the report to the food controller and 
ask for some explanation and enlight- 
enment on the subject and the effect 
produced by the order, 

A committee consisting of Ald. Kin- 
ney, Pevey and H. Milton Martin was 
appointed to take up the matter and 
hold a consultation with the bakers. 

Helps the Profiterr 

Ald. Kinney contended 
was no action undertaken by the food 
controller which had not increased the 
price to the consumer and the profit 
to the profiteer. 

The report presented by Chief Food 
Inspector Sevaile read as follows: 

“In February, the food controller's 
department dictated that after March| 
1, 1918, bread manufactured in Alber-|

On account of the unsatis- 
factory arrangement between the re- 
tailer and the baker, many retailers! 
complain that they cannot wrap bread

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What Is a ‘‘Prohibited Area’? 

An Ottawa dispatch announces 
the regulations which have been 
'framed to deal with the question 


of the manufacture and inter-pro- 
vincial traffic in intoxicating li- 
quor. These regulations forbid the 
manufacture, after the first of 
April, in any ‘‘prohibited area’; 
also the shipment of intoxicants 
into any such area. Their effective- 
ness will of course depend upon 
what is meant by a ‘‘prohibited 
area’, There is not in Canada, 
strictly speaking, any ‘‘prohibit- 
ed’’ area. All the Canadian prov- 
inces have enacted legislation 
closing the bar rooms, but none 
of them, seemingly, has prohibited 
the consumption of liquor, or the 
purchase of liquor outside the 
province for private consumption 
within the province. Absolute pro- 
hibition does not exist anywhere 
in the Dominion, nor is there apy- 
where legislation in force presum- 
ing to create such a condition, 
Unless, therefore, ‘‘prohibited 
area’ means territory in which 
the sale of intoxicants is forbid- 
den, the new regulations would 
seem to leave matters precisely as 
they are. To avoid confusion, it 
would be well for those interested 
in. the prohibition cause to take 
steps to find out forthwith just 
what interpretation the govern- 
ment intends to put on this phrase 
‘prohibited area.”’

Aside 
from the proposed income tax 
there does not appear to be in the 
amendments any scheme for im- 
posing taxes upon those who are 
not property-owners, and it is op- 
timistic to suppose that an income 
tax will be made heavy enough to 
alone demand a fair share from 
the person who pays no other tax.

Why Not Alberta Control? 

Do the insurance companies 
whose Winnipeg agents have un- 
dertaken to run Edmonton’s civic 
affairs do business in this province 
by consent of the Provincial Legis- 
lature?

The Dominion 


Income War Tax 
Its Meaning and Application. 


HE Dominion Income War Tax Act, passed at the last session of 
Parliament is now in force and all those liable to taxation under 
the provisions of the Act must file the required returns for the 

year 1917, on or before 31st March, 1918. 


The Act provides that there shall be assessed, levied, and paid upon 
the 1917 income of every person residing or ordinarily resident in 
Canada, a tax upon income exceeding $1500 in the case of unmarried 
persons and widows or widowers without dependent children, and 
upon income exceeding $3000 in the case of all other persons. 
Corporations and joint stock companies carrying on business in Canada, 
no matter how created or organized, shall pay the normal tax upon 
income over $3000. The fiscal year of corporations and joint stock 
companies may be adopted if desired, 
Your Immediate Obligation.—You are now required by law to 
fill out in triplicate, one or more of the five special forms enumerated 
below. Read the particulars about the forms provided, then note the 
: form or forms that fit your case, Don’t forget to make three copies. 
You keep one copy, and in the case of Forms T1 and T2, deliver two 
to the Inspector of Taxation for your district In the case of Forms 
T3, T4 and T5, two copies must be filed with the Commissioner of, 
Taxation at Ottawa. f 
Penalties.—Default in filing returns renders the person or persons 
liable on summary conviction to a penalty of oné hundred dollars for 
each day during which the default continues, Any person making a 
false statement in any return or in any information required by the 
Minister of Finance shall be liable on summary conviction to a penalty 
not exceeding ten thousand dollars or to six months imprisonment, 
or to both fine and imprisonment. 


FORMS TO BE FILLED IN AND FILED 


Indlviduals.—Form T1 is for all individuals having the requisite 
income. Fill in pages 1, 2 and 3, make no marks on page 4. 

In giving particulars of dividends received, state amount received 
from each company, listing Canadian and Foreign Companies separ- 
ately. 

Partnerships as such need not file returns, but the individuals forming 
the partnerships must. 

Corporations and Joint Stock Companies must fill in Form T2, 
showing total income. Amount paid during the year to Patriotic and 
Canadian Red Cross Funds, and other approved war funds, should be 
shown under Exemptions and Deductions. A financial statement 
should also be attached. In giving particulars of dividends received, 
state amount received from each Company, listing Canadian 
Foreign Companies separately. 

Trustees, Executors, Administrators of Estates and Assignees 
use Form T3, to state particulars ot the distribution of income from 
estates they are handling. A separate form is required for each 
estate and total incomes must be given as well as distribution thereof, 
Employers. On Form T4 employers shall make a list of the names of 
employees and amounts paid to each in salaries, bonuses, commission, 
or other remuneration wherever the combined sum of such remuneration 
for the calendar year 1917 amounted to $1000 or more. This applics 
to all classes, regardless of number of such employees. 
Corporations Listing Shareholders.—Corporations and Joint Stock 
Companies shall list on Form T5 Shareholders residing in Canada to 
whom Dividends were paid during the calendar year 1917, stating the 
amounts of dividends and bonuses paid to each.
